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County Commission kills $800,000 resurfacing plan 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 25, at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and by a vote of 4-3 killed a 
proposed $800,000 highway resur- 
facing plan outlined by the county 
engineer. 

Coffee County engineer Mark 
Pool told the commissioners at 
Monday's meeting that he had re- 
cently graded all the roads in the 
county and had discovered that 12 
percent of the roads were "falling 
apart!" 

"We have some roads that are 
simply falling apart," declared Pool, 
"and if they aren't repaired now they 
will be in even worse shape after 
the winter. If we have a wet, cold 
winter we may have to actually dig 
up some roads to keep them passa- 
ble. I know that $800,000 is a lot 
of money, but if you wait a year or 
two it'll cost twice as much to do 


Third trial set for

Stubbs is presently serving a 
nine and one-half year sentence at 
the Mt. Meigs State Prison for his 
Feb,22, 1986 escape from the Cof- 
fee County jail.

Elba City Council approves plans for resurfacing at cost of $48,930 


The Elba City Council opened 
bids on paving a host of city streets 
Monday night and bids varied from 
a high and low by over $37,000.

The Council voted to accept the 
apparent low bid, assuming it met 
all technical specifications. They re- 
served the right to remove or add in 
additional streets, pending the return 
of Mayor English later in the week, 

The current operating budget of 
the city council included borrowing 
$40,000 this year to be used in 
street paving and resurfacing. The 
city has some tax funds that are car- 


marked by law for sureet work and 
this will be added to the borrowed 
money to complete the job, Sharp- 
less explained. 

Police Chief John White told the 
council members that his depart- 
ment's work had been routine for 
the past week with only a few traf- 
fic citations being issued, 

A copy of the current financial 
Statement was presented to the 
council members and revealed the 
city had a strong cash position as of 
April 25th caused partially by a 
large, previously announced pay- 
ment from Southeast Alabama 
Gas, This payment was a profit 
sharing payment after an unusually 
profitable year for the gas compa- 
ny, which is owned by the partici- 
pating cities. 

The total cash on hand was 
$180,027.67. Monthly appropria-

Teaching a skill to your child is 
not easy but it is pdssible. There 
certainly are more ways to teach a 
skill than what‘ we discuss here.

Anyone who has lost a loved one to death is interested in knowing the 
answer to this question. Every man will one day face death, and needs assu- | 
rance of heaven. All of us hope to be reunited with loved ones who have | 
gone on before, but if we will not know each other in heaven, then the 
bonds made on earth are forever severed in death. 

The idea that we will know each other in heaven is sometimes called the 
doctrine of "future recognition." It is both reasonable, and scriptural. If we 
know anything in heaven, we will surely know that we are in heaven, We 
must know ourselves, unless we lose all personal identity and recognition in 
death. Surely, we will know Christ, and that He has redeemed us of our 
sins, thus allowing us to enjoy the rewards of heaven. If we will know we 
are in heaven, know who we are, know Christ, and know that He rewards us | 
for our faithfulness, surely we will know one another, 

Revelation 6:9-10 describes a scene under the altar of God, The souls of | 
martyrs, "slain for the word of God, and for the testimony which they held," 
cried out for vengeance, These martyrs retained their personality in the death 
Stale, were conscious of where they were, and why they were there. They 
knew that they had been murdered, and were conscious that their murderers 
had not been punished. Surely they knew each other. 

David, stricken with grief over the death of his son, said, "Can I bring 
him back again? I shall go to him, but he shall not return to me; (2 Sam. 
12;23), It is significant that David said he would "go to" his son. If he 
would not recognize, or know, his son, he would feel no comfort. 

The story we know as the "rich man and Lazarus" is told in Luke 16;19- 
31. Whether this is a parable, or not, it still indicates much about the state 
of the dead. The characters were all conscious, were all aware of their sur- 
roundings, and all possessed a memory of the world they had left. Abraham 
told the rich man to "remember." He could remember because he was con- 
scious of who he was, where he was, and who the others were. We also have 
the example of Moses and Elijah at the Mount of Transfiguration. The apos- 
tles recognized them, so they had not lost their identity in death. 

There will be no giving and taking in marriage in heaven as there is on 
earth (Luke 20:35-36), and many cir things will be changed in heaven. 
But we will know one another, and heaven will be much better than we can 
nie foe The key is to be prepared to go to heaven, by obeying the will of

LaDonna Tucker forfeits 
$20,000 appearance bond 


A former Coffee county woman 
who failed to show for her third 
murder trial on March 21 in Troy 
had a $20,000 appearance bond for- 
feited last week and was returned to 
jail after a new bond of $100,000 
was set by Circuit Judge Gary 
McAliley. 

LaDonna Lynn Tucker, formerly 
of Enterprise, appeared before 
Judge McAliley on Thursday, April 
28, in Troy for a hearing dealing 
with the bond forfeiture and her fail- 
ure to appear for the trial, 

Mrs. Tucker, charged with mur- 
der in connection with the 1981 
shooting death of her husband, Sgt. 
Jimmy Tucker, was remanded back 
to the Coffee County Circuit Court 
in 1986 by the Alabama Supreme 
Court and a later change of venue 
moved the trial to Pike County, 
where a second trial ended in a mis- 
trial when the jury failed to reach a 
verdict. 

Mrs. Tucker was released on 
bond and reportedly returned to the 
home of relatives in Kansas, but 
failed to return to Alabama in 
March for the start of the third trial 
and was apprehended and returned to 
the state by law enforcement offi- 
cials, 

During the bond forfeiture hear- 


ing last week, Tucker's court ap- 
pointed attornies presented affidavits 
from Mrs, Tucker's daughter and 
sister, both of which dealt with the 
mental state of Mrs, Tucker prior to 
the scheduled March 21 trial date. 

The affidavits reported that Mrs, 
Tucker had apparently intended to 
return to the state for the trial, 

Mr. O.D, Huddleston, Mrs, 
Tucker's father, stated at the hearing 
that his daughter was having mental 
Reonlemns and testified that at times 

ts. Tucker was almost impossible 
to understand. 

In his request for the bond forfei- 
ture, District Attorney Joel Folmar 
stated that the failure of Mrs. Tuck- 
er to appear for the March trial cost 
the state an estimated $3-5,000 in 
expenses to provide transportation 
to some forty witnesses. He added 
that it also cost over $1,000 to go

"Gov. Guy Hunt has designated 
the first week in May as Older Ala- 
bamians Abuse Prevention Week," 
stated Ronald Smith, Director of 
the Coffee County Department of 
Human Resources, "and we hope 
this will make people more aware 
that adult abuse and neglect is nota 
problem that always happens some- 
where else, It is a problem that oc- 
curs in our community too!" 

Smith reported that during fiscal 
year 1987, the Department of Hu- 
man Resources received more than 
5,000 reports statewide of adult 
abuse and neglect, with approxi- 
matcly 100 cases received in Coffee 
County. 

Adult abuse cases range from 
cases where an elderly person lacks 
necessities, such as food and shel- 
ter, tO cases where the person is 
beaten, sometimes by their own rel- 
atives,

elderly abuse or suspected abuse, 
neglect or exploitation should con- 
tact the Coffee County De ent 
of Human Resources or they may 
call toll free 1-800-458-7214," stat-

Mrs. Smith stated that a parent- 
ing skills class was started at the 
DeRamus Headstart Center in En- 
terprise and that the classes were be- 
ing presented in conjunction with 
nutrition classes sponsored by the 
County Extension Office. One on 
one parenting skills training with 
parents in their homes is also being 
held, which provides new parents 
and parents with problems a chance 
to meet with experts and solve their 
problems. 

Food Stamp Office supervisor 
Debbie Jones reported that in March 
the office issued stamps to a total 
of 1,196 households, with the total 
number of people in the households 
being 3,043. The total value of the 
stamps was $130,623. 

Service Unit supervisor Cathie 
Hansen stated that during the past 
month the unit investigated a total 
of 29 cases, including 12 cases of 
possible physical abuse, 5 cases of 
possible sexual abuse and 12 possi- 
ble cases of neglect. 

"Anyone providing child care 
(babysitting) to unrelated children 
in their home is required to be li- 
censed by our unit," added Hansen. 
"This licensing involves checking 
references, surveying the home and 
insuring safety guidelines are met. 
Parents who work should insist on 
licensed, qualit¥ day care for their 
children and can receive a list of li- 
censed providers at the Human Re- 
sources office, in Elba, 

Eligibility and Child Support 
supervisor Dianne Parker reported 
that eligibility workers attended the 
corrective action meeting for public 
assistance workers in March, 

"These meetings are always en- 
lightening as far as policy interpre- 
tation is concerned," stated Parker. 
“and it is always amazing how dif- 
ferently individuals and counties can 
interpret and apply the same poli- 
cy in so many different ways and 
yet feel as if they were doing it ac- 
cording to policy. These meetings 
always give those in attendance a 
different perspective on certain poli- 
cies and at the same time encourage 
a sense of unity throughout the 
state," 

Parker also reported that during 
the past month total child support 
collections were $44,529.68,
